Discussions regarding only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction 
requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 812.01 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, or P^nhng 
out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. Where the

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on me

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Proposed amendments to claims inserting SEQ ID NOs was 
discussed concerning possible new matter issues. The Examiner stated that the sequences to be entered need to 
show support in the application as originally filed in order not to be considered new matter. Proposed SEQ ID NO:1, 
Rv0068, does have support in the originally filed application on page 47, chart number 7, where Rv0068 is stated to be 
NCBI accession number 2808725. Likewise, Rv3407 is listed as NCBI accession number 2496475. Therefore, 
submission of a sequence listing and CRF wherein the sequences are exactly identical to NCBI accession number 
2808725 and 2496475 would not be considered new matter. However, if there is any change from the sequences, this 
would be considered new matter. Examiner advised attorney that due to processing time for the CRF and search 
processing time, a decision on any art issues would be several weeks after the Office receives the CRF..
